THE GUAM ENERGY EMERGENCY ADVISORY 

AND PLANNING COUNCIL 

WHEREAS, Executive Order 91-14 was signed on May 7, 1991 

establishing the Guam Energy Emergency Advisory and 
Planning Council; and 

WHEREAS, it has been recommended by the U.S. Department of Energy 
in Honolulu and the Hawaii State Energy Division to 

include "law and order" representatives in the Energy 
Emergency Advisory and Planning Council because of their 
important roles in the event of an energy emergency; and 

WHEREAS, the law and order representatives include the Chief of the 
Guam Police Department and the Chief of the Guam Fire 
Department. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JOSEPH F. ADA, Governor of the Territory of 
Guam, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the 
Organic Act of Guam, as amended, do hereby order: 

1. The amending of Executive Order No. 91-14 by 
including as members of the Guam Energy Emergency 

Advisory and Planning Council, the respective 
Chiefs of the Guam Police and Fire Departments.
